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Mayor Gary Adams’ first complete City Council 
meeting was over so quickly that the 7:30 p.m. com¬ 
munity communications section had to be called early. 

At that meeting, two ordinances were passed, 
two received the first reading; an appeal was discussed, 
a resolution passed, a consent calendar of five items 
was put to bed, public works and capital projects were 
disposed of and Charles Corp, director of the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley Municipal Water District, was heard. 

Specifically, some of Nathaniel Hummel’s ques¬ 
tions (page 1 piece) were answered when the City Coun¬ 
cil returned the Water Conservation Ordinance to 
Phase 1 which prohibits washing sidewalks and drive¬ 
ways, restricts watering between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m.; 
requires water be served at restaurants by request 
only; decrees that no water can be used in decorative 
fountains unless it is recycled; and prohibits wasting 
water in any way. 

While Phase 1 does not contain voluntary con¬ 
servation measures, the council urges the community 
to continue water conservation practices. Residents 
are also encouraged to review and monitor their own 
water consumption. 

Kev Tcharkhoutian, director of public works, 
said, “It is evident that the February-March storms 


doubled the tunnel production and reduced the water 
consumption by 30 percent compared to the previous 
months of February and March.” 

He said that water spreading credits, based on 
projections, will be approximately 1675 acre feet which 
will compensate for any over-pumping from the basin 
through June 30, 1992. This projection brings 3163 
acre feet to be available for the year 1992-93, he said. 

Ordinances 1089 and 1090 were introduced for 
first reading by title only. Both deal with the recodi¬ 
fication of the Municipal Code that continues. Both 
deal with sweeping out unnecessary ordinances and 
sections, those which have already been addressed 
elsewhere. 

Ordinances 1087 and 1088 were unanimously 
adopted and they, too, remove obsolete sections and 
ordinances as part of the recodification process. 

A multi-family recycling program was discussed 
by the council. The proposal addresses a program 
for five to eight units which would be served individual¬ 
ly as is provided for residential curbside recycling. 


Eight units or more would be serviced from the 
existing trash enclosure area with the cost per unit as 
the same as the current program - $1.50 per dwelling 
unit. The city and Western Waste Industries, the city’s 
trash hauler, would share the proceeds from sale of 
the recycled material on a 50-50 basis. 

Formal acceptance via establishment of the pro- 
proposed rate will be placed on the agenda May 26 and 
June 9. On June 9, action will be taken. 

Earthquake repairs will be implemented on the 
police and fire facilities as well as the public library. 
The amount appropriated is $11,803. Sierra Design 
was chosen to complete this work. Appropriation 
for money to implement repairs of the Community 
Recreation Center and Municipal Pool will be dis¬ 
cussed at a later date. 

The amount of $55,650.80 was appropriated 
Tuesday evening to Anro Construction Co. for the 
continuance of the water main rehabilitation project. 
The project consists of water main construction on 
Manzanita, Grandview, Carter, Mira Monte, Auburn 


and Canon Avenues. 

The appeal of a variance granted for 619 Wood¬ 
land Dr. by the Planning Commission on Mar. 19, 
was presented to the City Council and the council de¬ 
cided to return the variance back to the commission 
for rehearing. 

In the appeal Jeff and Cathy Cowan were con¬ 
cerned that they were cut off with “Let’s get on with 
it, he’s had his three minutes,” spoken by Eloise Park¬ 
er, commission chair. They believe they have pertinent 
objections such as increased fire hazard since, they 
allege, there is no access to a fire crew along the north 
side of the property in question, that owned by Robert 
Stockley. They also believe that there is a discrepancy 
between Stockley’s drawings and the on-site condi¬ 
tions at the west side of the house. They add that the 
proposed addition will obstruct canyon views and 
contend that damage was done to their property due 
to the close proximity allowed by the variance. 

The council will meet with the Planning Corn-

Let’s talk about water conservation and how our 
city is handling it. Let’s also look at some inequities 
and frustrations that some of our residents report. 

Given the recent rainfall, many people are ques¬ 
tioning the need for continuing mandatory water con¬ 
servation. We are also being reminded by weather 
people that the Sierra snowpack is still a little shy of 
an official end to the drought. 

Most local residents would agree that declining 
water tables and former below-normal rainy seasons 
called for some type of action. Our neighboring cities 
responded by enacting differing water conservation 
policies. While we all recognize the need for conser¬ 
vation, do any of us really understand the real need? 

I know I’ve read some enigmatic stuff about 
“water-sharing,” about our being a member of the 
“east unit of the Raymond Basin,” and “over pump¬ 
ing” and so forth. 1 still don’t think that the actual 
position of the city, and its relationships with the dif¬ 
ferent water authorities, have ever been adequately 
explained to us. While we have been told that our 
underground water table is down, how far down is 
it? 

Does the city know how deep the water table is, 
and what percentage of our total water supply is cur¬ 
rently in a deficit? 1 think that this is the type of in¬ 
formation that the public should know before they 
are expected to rearrange their lives and engage in 
conservation. 

You might find it interesting how two of our 
neighboring cities, Pasadena and Arcadia, are handl¬ 
ing their water conservation program. Arcadia in¬ 
stituted a 10 percent mandatory reduction, using a 
three-year prior base period, with an exclusion for 
any bi-monthly period where use was less than 2(XX) 
cubic feet (also referred to as 20 units). As of Dec. 1, 
1991, Arcadia changed their conservation to a vol¬ 
untary plan. 


The “empty nest syndrome” drove Janice Beggs 
to higher things...writing a cookbook and getting 
it published. After daughter Mary left for the Savan¬ 
nah (Ga.) College of Art and Design four years ago, 
it was time for mother to find a hobby. 

Beggs, of Sierra Madre, has always been an in¬ 
veterate cook. For years she has tested out recipes 
on her family - Gary’s parents, Arthur and MaryJane 
Beggs; and Janice’s mom and sister, Elizabeth Marsh 
and Cynthia Marsh. Every Sunday evening the fam¬ 
ilies join together for dinner. 

Four years ago they began testing recipes every 
Sunday evening. It was tough work but somebody 
had to do it right? That was the beginning of Beggs’ 
cookbook, called “Salt and Pepper To Taste.” 

Daughter Mary was assigned to the art work; son 
David was assigned to see that the printing was com¬ 
pleted; and neighbor Nolie Howard offered to do ail 
the typing and editing. And husband Gary said he’d 
be glad to taste all the recipes and be a financial patron. 
So Beggs was on her way. 

The family project took on new proportions 
when Mary used the family dogs in her graphics for 
the cookbook. The Beggs’ Basset hounds, Georgia 
and Maynard, are shown throughout the book. Un¬ 
fortunately, Maynard succumbed to pancreatic can¬ 
cer just before the book was published. He was 9 
years old when he died (so is Georgia). They also 
have a puppy, Shelby, a “pound dog,” Beggs ex- 


Pasadena instituted a 10 percent mandatory plan, 
using a two-year prior base period, with carryover 
provisions (more about that later). Pasadena also 
provides a chart with each bill, containing weekly 
projections to keep people on schedule. At Pasa¬ 
dena’s Mar. 31 council meeting, water conservation 
was on the agenda with a possible change to volun¬ 
tary. 

Sierra Madre’s program was instituted last year 
with a 20 percent mandatory reduction, using the 1989 
base period, with no carryover, and waiving penal¬ 
ties for a bi-monthly period where consumption is 
less than 20 units. Our city’s spring newsletter says 
that over-consumption penalties on people’s January, 
February, March and April bills will be waived “to 
accommodate water customers who have conscientious¬ 
ly conserved, but have been unable to meet their tar¬ 
gets.” The newsletter goes on to inform us that 
starting with May and June bills (water consumption 
starting in either March or April), the penalties are 
back. 

A major inequity of our water conservation plan 
is the absence of any “carryover” provision. Let’s 
suppose you conserved five units less than your allo¬ 
cation per billing period, for three periods, thus cumula¬ 
tively saving 15 units in excess of what was required. 
If, in your fourth billing period, you exceed your 
allocation by five units, instead of still having a “10 
unit bank” like Pasadena, you will be penalized for 
“over-consumption” of five units. 

This type of mentality encourages the “use it or 
lose it” thinking where people approaching their water 
meter reading date will use up the remainder of their 
allocation, many times wasting water, so their yard 
will be well soaked at the beginning of their new usage 
period. Isn’t the goal to have a consistent reduction, 
over an extended period of time, with the least incon¬ 
venience to the people? 

Another major unfairness is how the meters are 

nest into‘Salt and 

plains. 

“It was a family project and on Good Friday 
this year the cookbooks were completed. My son 
called and said, ‘Congratulations, Mom, you’re 
published. Can you pick up the books today?,” Beggs 
said recently. 

That was the completion of the project. Gary 
didn’t care what it cost. He just wanted to make sure 
she completed the project. 

She promised him, “I’m going to finish this if 
it’s the last thing I do.” He answered, “Just do it.” 
She did. 

And now she has 250 copies for sale and to give 
as “love gifts” to friends. 

Where do the recipes come from? From friends, 
of course. “I like to cook. It wasn’t like that in the 
beginning of our marriage. Our first meal was pea 
soup that came out like a big glob,” Beggs shook her 
head, remembering. 

That was 31 years ago when they were married 
and moved to Sierra Madre. 

Thirty years ago, Gary and Courtland Paul 
opened an architectural landscape business. Today, 
Gary and two other Sierra Madreans, Shinji Naka- 
gawa and Jerry Pearson, have Peridian which is lo¬ 
cated in Irvine. The company is in the process of ex¬ 
panding internationally. 

To pay Howard back for all her hours, Beggs

sometimes read and how the bill is not adjusted to re¬ 
flect this. For example, on our block, the meters are 
normally read “between the 10th and 15th of the 
month,” according to the water department. One 
month they were read on the 11th. Two months 
later, on the next reading, it was the 19th. A little 
long division shows that this period is about 13 per¬ 
cent longer in time than a normal bi-monthly read¬ 
ing. Therefore, your allocation should be increased

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Kudos to our pets 

With “Be Kind to Animals Week” 
upon us. May 3-9, we are reminded that 
this is the time to salute our pets, whether 
they are canine, feline, birds, snakes, 
fish, or whatever. 

Launched nationwide in 1914 by The 
American Humane Association at its 
annual convention in Atlantic City, “Be 
Kind to Animals Week” was designed 
to increase community awareness of the 
needs of animals and Humane Societies. 

Dr. William O. Stillman, president 
of The American Humane Association 
and editor of The National Humane 
Review, said in an editorial immediately 
following the 1914 convention: “Much 
good will come from the systematic car¬ 
rying out of this plan. It will serve to 
educate many people in the tenets of 
kindness who would not otherwise be 
brought under its influence.” 

For a few years prior to 1914, con¬ 
siderable effort was made toward this 
goal with the inception of “Mercy Sun¬ 
day,” a movement focused primarily 
in churches across the country. Un¬ 
fortunately, the sermons about kindness 
to animals were not as popular with the 
clergy and public as humanitarians had 
hoped. 

The idea evolved into “Humane 
Sunday,” and state leaders appointed 
committees to handle all local publicity 
and promotion to gain support for the 
entire “Be Kind to Animals Week.” 

The first nationally recognized week 
took place May 17-23, 1915, and they 
have observed annually ever since. 

This year, animal shelters across 
the country will continue the tradition 
with a variety of celebrations. 

Joan S. Coleman of Sierra Madre, 
executive director of the San Gabriel 
Humane Society said, “I hope that every¬ 
body will not only be kind to all animals 
during that week, but also during the 
entire year.” 

Locally, The Pasadena Humane 
Society and SPCA will kick off the week 
with their 34th annual Open House on 
Sunday, May 3 from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m.

Carrot Top revisited...

The Sierra Madre News was established in 
1906. I do not remember who its first publisher 
was but believe his name was Cowan. 

In 1910 a man by the name of D.W. Griffith, 
a movie producer from the state of New York, 
moved in and started the silent movies, which 
was replaced with color talking pictures in 1927. 

Sierra Madre was destined to be the movie 
capital of the nation, often using townspeople 
as extras. Actress Mabel Norman made two 
movies here - “Tom Boy Bessie” and “Neal of 
the Navy.” After three years of operation here, 
the movie companies decided that Sierra Madre 
was too small and had very little to offer in gi¬ 
gantic space for building studios, so they moved 
to Hollywood, where they remain today. 

The Wistaria Vine which was planted in 1894 
now extends more than 4(X) feet, and was first 
opened to the public as a Red Cross benefit area 
during the spring months of 1918, during the 
second World War, From that time until the

year 1940 it was under the direction of the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club. For some years there¬ 
after, it was closed to the public, but was opened 
again in the ’80s for “once a year” viewing 
time. This is generally picked in the month of 
May, or around blooming time. 

The population of Sierra Madre grew from 
a 1910 census taking of 1303, to the 1970 cen¬ 
sus figure of 12,349, but was lowered to a 10,(X)0 
figure with the census of 1980. At this writing, 
the 1990 census figures have not been released, 
but some increase over 1980 is expected. 

There are few minority groups living with¬ 
in its city limits. It is primarily a residential 
city and often referred to as “The Bedroom 
City of Pasadena, Arcadia and Los Angeles,” 
for the residents working or holding positions 
in those cities. The choice of the residents is a 
short drive in the morning and evenings, but the 
wonders of living in the suburbs rather than the 
tight residential cities. 


Out and About

Every now and then we must stray from our 
secure city limits and deal with a topic that we 
can’t ignore. I’m talking about the execution of 
Robert Alton Harris. The details of his crime 
are well known...a double killing to facilitate 
getting his hands on a getaway car for a holdup. 
That was fourteen years ago. He was duly con¬ 
victed and sentenced to death. And then the 
games began. 

That’s right, games. Games by Harris’ at¬ 
torneys, by superior court judges, by appellate 
court justices and by state and federal supreme 
court justices. Harris, not too keen about going 
to the gas chamber, went along with anything 
which might spare him, but he was not up to 
games. He was fighting for his life, not their 
concept of how our society should function. 
This difference is significant. 

In the closing hours of Harris’ life, it be¬ 
came quite apparent that the game afoot had 
little to do with a man named Harris as much as 
it did with a controversy that carried his name. 
The 9th Circuit Court of Appeals is plump with 
die-in-the-wool liberals, most of whom do not 
go along with the idea of the state putting peo¬ 
ple to death...no matter what they have done. 
To them, Harris was a convenient mechanism 
to work their will. They would confound, con¬ 
fuse, delay, obstruct and frustrate the state in 


its legitimate right to carry out its mandate. That 
Harris was just a hunk of protoplasm sucking 
air in a death row cell is obvious by the workings 
of these “more enlightened than thou” justices. 

As Harris was led to the gas chamber, a judge 
of the 9th Circuit persuasion ordered a stay. Har¬ 
ris, decked out for his final act, saw the sickle 
blade stopped in mid-stroke, and he was led from 
the chamber feeling somewhat elated. The fact 
that the reason for the stay was very much “old 
air” and had no real basis, prompted the U.S. 
Supreme Court to throw out the stay and order 
the troublesome 9th Circuit Court to cease its 
“last minute” grandstanding. Within a few 
hours, Harris was quickly brought back into the 
chamber, strapped down and put to death. 

An English judge put the question of a death 
sentence into perspective many years ago when 
England still hanged people. On sentencing a 
man to die by hanging, he corrected himself and 
told the man that, in fact, the true penalty was 
the waiting to be hanged by the neck...not the 
actual hanging. If this judge is correct, Harris 
truly had a tormented 14 years of waiting to die, 
and the elitist judges, who so cavalierly sought 
so many last-minute stays of execution, were 
the bloodied hands on the instrument of his 
torment.

Tennie Rogers of Sierra 
Madre, a Republican can¬ 
didate for President of 
the United States, is close 
to giving up. 

She told The News this 
week that although she 
and her husband have 
traveled to campaign for 
the presidency about 12,000 
miles, she is on ballots in 
only nine states: New Hamp¬ 
shire, Colorado, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Minnesota, 
Texas, Louisiana, Okla¬ 
homa and Mississippi. 

“1 was so disappointed 
and hurt that my name 
doesn’t appear on the Cal¬ 
ifornia ballot. La Rouche 
took it to court and the 
judge ruled in La Rouche’s 
favor. Maybe 1 should 
take my case to court, 
too,” she said. “I think 
if I’d taken it to court, 
too...I’m concerned, dis¬ 
appointed.” 

How much has she spent 
so far? She didn’t know 
exactly. ‘‘It’s been quite 
a lot.” 

What happens now? 
‘‘1 need time to think it 
over. 1 might even try for 
a chance to be a write-in 


candidate...! may do that. 
But people will feel more 
free to vote if my name 
is on the ballot. I’m sitting 
here trying to decide what 
to do next. I feel my Con¬ 
stitutional rights are be¬ 
ing denied.” 

Rogers, a retired school 
teacher, surprised even 
her granddaughter, Cyn¬ 
thia Lynn, when she filed 
for the job of President 
of the United States. She 
had lived in Pasadena for 
over 30 years and had 
moved to Sierra Madre 
six years ago. Both she 
and her husband are re¬ 
tired. 

Rogers decided to run 
for the national office 
after her drivers’ license 
was taken away from her 
for a year because she had 
no insurance on the auto 
she was driving. It made 
her peeved enough to try 
to get the law repealed. 
She was uasuccessful, how¬ 
ever. 

As a lifetime Republi¬ 
can from Arkansas she 
thought she would like 
to be the first woman 
President and she ‘‘went 


for it.” She has been un¬ 
happy with Bush’s pres¬ 
idency because he has sug¬ 
gested that ‘‘people buy 
new houses and new cars. 
If people are laid off, they 
can’t buy new. They can 
hardly repair old cars. 


California is in bad shape. 
America is first. I’m against 
sending jobs overseas or 
across our border,” she 
says. 

Maybe next time, Ten¬ 
nie. You have four more 
years....

Love is still the topic 
of the day and it’s still the 
topic of Pastor Barney’s 
messages. In his first ser¬ 
mon we found out that 
love is not proud and now 
we are dealing with the 
fact that love is not rude. 
He Made one thing pat¬ 
ently clear from the out¬ 
set and that was that we 
are not dealing with rude¬ 
ness of behavior but a 
rudeness of attitude. A 
rude attitude deforms re¬ 
lationships because lack 
of respect is the under¬ 
lying cause of rudeness. 
To lose your respect for 
someone usually means 
you no longer love them 
and you’ve lost the rela¬ 
tionship. When you re¬ 
spect a person you affirm 
and esteem them. Respect 
is an intrinsic coordinate 
in the love that a person 
has for another. It is 
foundational and must be 
present if the footing is 
to be sustained. 

Barney pointed out that 
God is never rude. He 
never loses respect for 
people. He suffers dis- 


enchantments, dfsillusion- 
ments and frustrations 
but never a loss of respect. 
We were created in His 
image so that losing re¬ 
spect for us would be 
tantamount to self-in¬ 
crimination. The august 
heights to which He held 
man in manifested in that 
very famous verse of John 
3:16. We read, “For God 
so loved the world that 
He gave His only begot¬ 
ten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in Him should 
not perish but have eternal 
life.” If that isn’t respect 
then we had best redefine 
the word. 

In reality we honor 
God when we respect oth¬ 
ers. We at Bethany take 
this to heart; consequently, 
we venerate people be¬ 
cause they are God’s treas¬ 
ured commodity. It’s im¬ 
material to us what is their 
socioeconomic status. We 
love them in the Lord and 
stand ready to minister in 
His name. Come this Sun¬ 
day and see if this is not all 
true. 1 can guarantee you 
that you will not be dis¬ 
appointed. 


Pastor Anderson will 
be speaking on the sub¬ 
ject: “A Contrast in Val¬ 
ues,” basing his thoughts 
on Luke 6:1-11. There 
is an excellent question 
in one of St. Paul’s epistles 
which asks: “If God be 
for us, who can be against 
us?” At first thought, 
one might assume that no 
one could possibly dis¬ 
agree with God. How¬ 
ever, at second thought, 
many people do not think 
as God thinks. And it 
may very well be that to 
be in alignment with God 
may put you at odds with 
a significant number of 
people. 

Our text this week cites 
two examples of Jesus 
coming into conflict with 
the religious establishment 
of His day, the Pharisees. 
In both situations, the ac¬ 
tions of Jesus are for the 
benefit of people, but are 
contrary to the religious 
rules of the Pharisees. 
Both Jesus and the Phar¬ 
isees looked to the same 
Bible as a resource, but 
their way of applying it 
to their lives was quite 
different. Jesus and the 
Pharisees have two dif- 


The Law was to move 
them to love God above 
all and to love one an¬ 
other. Jesus saw that 
God valued people. Jesus 
saw that the Sabbath was 
for man, and not the re¬ 
verse. Jesus acted out 
God’s love for people to 
heal the brokenness of our 
lives. He was here on 
earth to do just that. Odd¬ 
ly enough, the Sabbath 
had become so “holy” in 
the eyes of the Pharisees 
that they worshipped it 
as an end in itself. Sab¬ 
bath was not an idol to 
be exalted above every¬ 
thing. So when Jesus 
healed a man on the Sab¬ 
bath, it was seen as a viola¬ 
tion of the Pharisees’ value 
system. Even He was hated 
for doing good. 

Today, we can become 
so distracted by our “re¬ 
ligious” values and activi¬ 
ties that there is no more 
room to love God or one 
another.

Native American min¬ 
istries are some of the 
fastest-growing groups 
in the United Methodist 
Church today. In our An¬ 
nual Conference, Pastor 
Marvin Abrams shepherds 
tlie Native American United 
Methodist Church in Nor¬ 
walk. 

American Indian cul¬ 
tures nourished on this 
continent as early as 10,000 
years ago or more. Many 
of them developed com¬ 
plex languages, systems 
of religious beliefs and 
trading arrangements. On¬ 
ly a minority of western 
Indian tribes were war¬ 
like. The vast majority 
existed peacefully on the 
land and with one another. 

Albert Krassman Jr. will 
be present in the service to 
share and explain artworks 
created by Native Amer¬ 
icans. He will also assist 
Pastor Rich in serving Holy 
Communion. The church’s 
Aldersgate Choir will sing 
an anthem written by a 
Native American. 


The minister’s sermon 
will have to do with the 
Chumash Indians of Cal¬ 
ifornia, who had a very 
highly developed but only 
poorly appreciated culture. 
There is a wonderful per¬ 
manent exhibition of Chu¬ 
mash art, artifacts and his¬ 
torical information at the 
Santa Barbara Museum 
of Art. 

A key thing that many 
Indian religions have in 
common is a genuine ap¬ 
preciation, a reverence 
for the creation. Such a 
creation theology should 
really be an integral part 
of Christianity. Unfor¬ 
tunately, under the in¬ 
fluence of a sect now 
known as Gnosticism, early 
Christianity turned some¬ 
what away from nature 
and focused on the world 
to come, either in heaven 
or through the Last Judg¬ 
ment. 

Dr. John B. Cobb has 
written persuasively for 
the necessity of a new 
Christian natural theology, 
based on the process theism 
of Alfred North White- 
head.

One of the pleasures 
of going to Shakespeare 
plays is seeing the infinite 
variations possible as di¬ 
rectors in successive gen¬ 
erations find unexplored 
nuances in the text. Many 
of the plays can get bogged 
down in earls and dukes 
and the playwright’s ver¬ 
sion of medieval and ren¬ 
aissance politics. 

“Richard H” has a sim¬ 
ple and direct story line. 
Richard is a king who 
assumes that heritage and 
the will of God having set 
him on the throne, his 
position is unassailable. 
He feels free to indulge 
his expensive fancies, fight 
his expensive wars and give 
his supporters expensive 
gifts, assessing more taxes 
to pay the bills. Richard 


has a sense of humor and 
a sense of compassion and 
is quite a pleasant fellow, 
but he doesn’t think much. 

His cousin, Henry Bol- 
ingbroke, leads a rebellion 
of lesser nobles who are 
tired of the taxes and friv¬ 
olity, and Richard comes 
back from a war in Ireland 
to find his supporters have 
turned against him. To 
his surprise and anguish, 
he is deposed. Boling- 
broke becomes king as 
Henry IV and Richard, 
after a wrenching scene 
during which he sees his 
thoughtless mistakes and 
resigns himself to become 
nothing, goes to the Tower, 
leaving Bolingbroke to 
face the problems of gov¬ 
ernment. 

The Center Theater pro¬ 
duction at the Mark Taper 
Forum has an intricate 
and adaptable set, made 
colorful by clothes dum¬ 
mies that stand around 


in the costumes of the 
14th Century to givfe a sug¬ 
gestion of the original 
period. They occasional¬ 
ly do symbolic duty as 
various dead bodies as 
well. But the living actors 
are dressed in a modern- 
romantic style that works 
very well, and are equally, 
if more subtly, colorful. 

But director Robert 
Egan has decided to push 
his own political agenda 
onto this story of a fool¬ 
ish monarch and his ex¬ 
ploited subjects. Richard 
and his friends and ad¬ 
visors are all Caucasian. 
Bolingbroke and his rebels 
are all minorities. One 
could almost ignore this - 
the Center Theater Group 
is noted for using the many 
fine minority actors in the 
area and Los Angeles is 
used to multi-racial casts 
whenever there is any 
reasonable excuse. Richard 
and Bolingbroke are sup¬ 
posed to be cousins, and 
the audience is prepared 
to accept that they are, 
even if one is black and 
one is white. 

But to be colorblind 


in this case is to deny the 
point that Egan seems de¬ 
termined to make. The 
good guys are people of 
color and the bad guys 
are white and if you don’t 
notice it at first, he points 
it out in the program. 
These are not just human 
beings, they are political 
symbols. It takes some 
of the humanity out of the 
play and makes Richard’s 
long self-examination al¬ 
most pointless. 

But it’s a spectacular 
and ingenious show and 
the actors are mostly top- 
notch. Kelsey Grammer 
(who plays Frasier Crane 
on “Cheers”) makes a 
powerful Richard, almost 
too powerful to collapse 
so completely at the end. 
Robert Jason has magni¬ 
ficent presence as Boling¬ 
broke, and a large cast 
plays multiple roles with 
assurance. Yael Pardess 
and Robert Blackman have 
provided sets and costumes 
that can change quickly 
and cleverly, and the 
staging is an education. 
“Richard 11” plays through 
June 7.

Beginning in mid-Feb¬ 
ruary, Dr. Gary Adams, 
n^ly named mayor of 
Sierra Vtadre, and his 
wife, Joyce, traveled to 
New Zealand for a three- 
week vacation trip. Be¬ 
sides beautiful New Zea¬ 
land scenery their trip had 
a special added dimension. 

When Joyce was 12 
years old she applied to a 
teen magazine and ac¬ 
quired a pen pal, a girl 
living in New Zealand. 
At the time Joyce was a 
Girl Scout and her pen 
pal was in Girl Guides, 
the New Zealand equiva¬ 
lent. 

For 38 years they have 
never stopped writing to 
each other. Through this 
correspondence they have 
known each other longer 
than they have known 
their husbands. In the 
early days, letter went by 
ship and took at least 
three months each way. 

Photos have been ex¬ 
changed by the two pals 
but at no time in these long 
years have to the two ac¬ 
tually met. At long last 
that was about to change. 
This pal, whose name is 
Elaine Varcoe and her 
husband, Wally, invited 
the Adams to be their 
house guests as part of 
their tour. The Varcoe 
home is not far from 
Wellington, which is New 
Zealand’s capital, located 
in the south tip of the 
North Island part of New 
Zealand. Their town is 
called Paraparaumu, a 
Maori name, and the plan 
was that the travelers 
would spend four days and 
three nights with the Var- 
coes. 


The Adams began their 
trip with a 14-hour flight 
in the top bubble com¬ 
partment of a 747, a great 
accommodation. They 
landed in Auckland, an 
industrial city in a north 
part of North Island. New 
Zealand has a population 
of a little over 3 million 
with two-thirds of the peo¬ 
ple living in a 30-mile area 
around Auckland. 

They were advised to 
wear sun block, not only 
because this is New Zea¬ 
land’s summer, but it is 
so close to the South Pole 
and the hole in the ozone 
layer.

on North Island were Ijords 
and thousands of water¬ 
falls. Then came the 
meeting with the Varcoes. 

As meeting time ap¬ 
proached, Joyce became 
rather nervous. Suppose 
they didn’t like each other 
and they’d be staying to¬ 
gether. She later learned 
Elaine was equally ap¬ 
prehensive. The meeting 
was wonderful with such 
feelings quickly gone and 
the only regrets were they 
had planned such a short 
stay. 

Elaine, barely five feet 
tall, is a real dynamo and 
trains beautiful golden 
retrievers for dog shows 
and commercials.

The Adams would love 
to have the Varcoes pay 
them a return visit here 
but the cost for them com¬ 
ing from there would be 
just double and beyond 
their means. But people 
are the same all over, says 
Gary, with the same prob¬ 
lems. Maybe terms are 
different but even bureau¬ 
cracy bogs them down, 
too. 

A big excitement while 
there was the cricket 
matches, the big game 
there and similar to our 
Super Bowl. Everyone, 
everywhere was watching. 
Gary liad never seen cricket 
on our TV, was fascinated 
and cricket now has a 
new fan. 

In Wellington, which 
because of its hills, re¬ 
minded Gary of San Fran¬ 
cisco, was another plus 
for Gary. He formerly 
was a criminal justice 
profes,sor at Cal State 
Long Beach and a former 
student of his is now the 
Deputy Minister of Jus¬ 
tice, in charge of New 
Zealand’s prison system 
and he and Gary had a 
visit. 

The trip concluded on 
South Island with its 
Southern Alps and sight- 
.seeing in two main cities.

While older toilets can use as much as seven gal¬ 
lons a flush, and displacement will reduce this amount, 
many plumbers agree that the older seven-gallon toilets 
may not work well with lesser water, and thus, at times, 
require two to three flushes to properly evacuate. The 
older toilets don’t have the steeper sides, the hydro¬ 
dynamics, or the efficiency of the newer “low flush” 
toilets.
